Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Dr. Gibbs using the power point presentation described the 
invention. The inventive probe sets are defined as a collection of different promiscuous probes, each of which 
hybridizes to a target sequence shared by more than one different target polynucleotide and a combination of 
individual hybridization signals from non-pooled probes of the set provides a pattern that distinguishes a target 
polynucleotide from different polynucleotides and the number of probes in the set is less than the number of identified 
targets. The inventive concept being that all probes are promiscuous and combination of individual signals 
distinguishes more targets than the number of probes in a set e.g. a combination of 4 probes distinguishes 16 targets. 
The examiner suggested claim language to more clearly define the relationship between the probe and target and 
signal produced.
